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2017 New Year’s Eve 6M Opening by Bill Frantz, AE6JV 


| was checking out my K3 after making some modifications to the shack setup and decided to check 
operation on all the bands. | used WSJT-X in FT8 mode since | could find stations on most bands in 
that mode. As | went up in frequency from 17M, | was still seeing stations. | made some QSOs on 
17M and decided to try 12M. | made some QSOs there and tried 10M. After making a couple of QSOs 
on 10M | tried 6M. For the first time trying 6M, | saw some activity. Since | hadn't yet made any 6M 
QSOs in FT8, | quickly answered some CQs. When | saw VE2XK and managed a QSO, | sent mes- 
sages to the WVARA and NCDXC email reflectors. 


Note that my 6M setup is quite modest. | used 100W into a 160M center fed dipole at about 36 feet 
with a tuner. A quick cocoaNEC model shows lots of spikes with a major lobe going east/west at about 
20 degrees elevation. 


When the dust settled, | had logged 12 contacts as follows. Note that the sent and received columns 
are in dB below the noise floor. All QSOs had LotW confirmation as of 2230z January 2, 2018.
